ribrteenlhs of an inch thick, but after 
polishing it is reduced to sis or seven 
sixteenths. All easting tables-: are mount- 
ed on wheels which run on a track made 
to reach every furnace and annealing 
oven in the factory. The table having 
been *wneeled as near as possible to the j 
melting furnace, a pot of molten glass 
is lifted by means of a crane and its 
content! poured quickly on the table.

"A heavy iron roller then passes from 


end to end, spreading the glass to a uni- 
form thickness. This rolling operation 
haa to be done by expert hands quickly, 
as the boiling glass, when it comes in 
contact with tbe cold metal of tbe table, 
cools very rapidly.

When the glass 
is ready to be taken ont of the oven, ite 
surface ia very rough.

•with recesses for sports and relaxation. 
Tho course of study includes the ordi- 
nary public school lessons from the pri- 
mary grade to the high school. There 
are four terms of three months each, 
with one week's vacation to each term. 


Supper is served ac 6 o'clock, and 


after supper until 8 o'clock all arc at 
liberty to rust or enjoy what recreation 
they choose. 


On Sunday no work is done save 


milking, cooking and whatever els*? is 
absolutely necessary. The forenoon is 
devoted to rest and reading. In tho aft- 
ernoon at 3 o'clock a nons*>ctarian form 
of worship, with a lecture, is held at 
the meeting house. The use of tobacco 
and intoxicants is forbidden within the 
precincts of tho farm, and the sale of 
such luxuries is rigidly prohibited. 


Each worker is provided with daily 


rations corresponding to those served tu 
privates ui tho United States army At 
tho end of each quarter the net result of 
the product cf labor is ascertained and 
divided. First a sum to repair all dam- 
ages to tools, machinery and plant and 
to maku good all losses is set apart 
One-half of tho surplus is divided among 
the students and workers proportionate- 
ly to the hours of labor performed. The 
other half is again subdivided. A quar- 
ter goes to the \vorkers according tu the 
number of hours worked, aud the other 
quarter is divided among those who 
pnrcha.se supplies from the community 
store according to tbo aggregate of their 
purchases for tho. term
